The behavior of General Matos and his 
adherents while they were at this place 
Was most correct, and when they eft 
here they had the sympathy of the whole 
population. General Matos is well known 
at Fort de France, where he has many 
friends, ‘The local newspapers Nave pub- 
lished articles expressing hopes for,the 
prompt success of the expedition and the 
downfail of President Castro, whose at- 
titude, the papers add, has earned for 
him the enmity of the whole worid.

Appalling Condition in. Congo 
Free State Described by 
Captain Burrows, 
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CANNIBALS ARE EMPLOYED 
BY BELGIAN OFFICIALS 


Natives Handed Over to Cannibal 
“Tribes for Express Purpose of 
Being Eaten — Conditions 
Disgrace to the White 
Man’s Work. 


London, January 2.—Captain Guy Bur- 
rows, who has just retired from the em- 
ploy of the Congo Free State government 
after six years’ service, declared in an 
interview today with a representative of 
The Associated Press that the conditions 
prevailing in the Congo Free State are a 
disgraae to civilization and far worse 
than ever before. He pictured atrocities 
of the most horriible character perpetrat- 
ed on the natiyes by officials and whites 


who, Bad.conceasions after-rubber land. 


As a typical instance of the means em- 
ployed by the Free State government, 
Captain Burrows corroborated the state- 
ments of an American missionary to the 
effect that the officials employed five hun- 
dred cannibals, to whom they Issued rifles 
to “massacre and capture unarmed na- 
tives who had rebelled against their bru- 
tal methods.’’ 

“I have sworn testimony,” said Bur- 
rows, “of the Belgians handing over na- 
tives to cannibal tribes for the express 
purpose of being eaten. Forced labor pre- 
vails everywhere and ‘shotgun rule’ is 
the truest description of the present ad- 
ministration. The companies deriving 
wealth from the collection of rubber are 
all more or less state enterprises, as a 
third or half of the shares in them are 
invariably held by the government. Lat- 


terly King Leopold and the government 


have made somé show of action against 


the agents of some of the upper Congo 
companies, but only minor officials are 
ever touched, and the so-called reforms 
,are merely intended to throw dust in the 
eyes of the public whose indignation has 
been arous¢«d by the stories of this reign 
of verror. While the present systems for 
the collection of rubber and the recruit- 
ment of natives continue the Congo Free 
State willl remain a disgrace to the white

MACHINES TO GIVE WAY 


Invention Has Been Tested in Wash- 
ington and Experts Say That 
It Is All It Is Represented . 

To Be. 


Washington; January 2.—iSpectal.»— 
Colonel Livingston has an interest in an 
invention which has attracted a good deal 
of attention among capitalists and ¢otton 
men of the south, and which has just 
been given a private demonstration in 
this city, its purpose being a revalition 
of the treatment of cotton seed, This is 
pronounced by some -authorities as the 
greatest stride forward in the cotton in- 
dustry since the invention of the cotton 
gin and those who were present at the 
tests pronounced it a success. 

The, feature of the new process is the 
great simplification of the method of 
treating cotton seed, which makes pos- 
sible the abandonment of six. separate 
operations requiring the use of a like 
number of intricate machines; the corn- 
plete and perfect delinting and the hull- 
ing of cotton seed by a secret chemical 
process in twenty minutes, as 
compared with the mechanical means 
and the hours required under. the 
old process; the recovery of all 
the lint and hulls of the seed in per- 


fect condition for paper stock of high 
quality worth about 2 cents a pound. as 


compared with the recovery of only a 
small percentage in poor condition and 


process the production of refined dil 
from the seed in three steps occupying 
one hour and twenty minutes, as com- 
pared/with the ten separate operations, 
occupying many hours under the old 
method. The new process not only short 
ens the time required under the old pro- 
cess 1,000 per cent, but reduces the cost 
of producing the product in its final state 
50 per cent. 

By the new method a chemical process 
is expected to take the place of ‘the six 
machines now in use in the mills. These 
are described as a machine for removing 
the balls, a machine for cleaning the seed 
of sand, a magnetic machine for remov- 
ing metallic substance, a delinting ma- 
chine, a hulling machine and a reel for 
separating the kernel from the hull. All 
this work is done in a vat, a chemical so- 
lution taking the place of the machines. 
There are a number of other respects in 
which the new process will, it is be- 
lieved, prove superior to the one now in 
general use. 

The inventors are John McFarlane, 
whose name ise connected with several 
successful inventions, and David Rejinoh!l, 
a patent attorney of this city. The prac- 
ticability of this invention has been at- 
tested by demonstrations in a plan of 
five tons capacity and “hose who have 
witnessed the tests declare that they 


have been complete.

‘ALCOHOL IN HUMAN SYSTEM 


Temperance Women Assert That the 
Professor Is Ignorant Regard- 
ing the Subject. | 


New York, January 2—At a meeting 
for the feorganization of the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union state central 
committee for scientific temperance in- 
struction in the public schools, held here 
today, Mrs. H. H. Hunt, world and na- 
tional superintendent of the department. 
read a statement to the committee in 
which she referred to the recent state- 
ment of Professor Atwater to the New 
York State Science Teachers’ Association 
that the teaching In the pdblic schools 
about the effects of alcohol upon the hu- 
man system was rot in accérd with the 
latest scientific knowledge. 

After naming the authors of the vari- 
ous books used in the schools, she said: 

“Professor Atwater, who criticises 
them, is not a specialist in these fields, 
but a chemist. A geographer would hesi- 
tate to pronounce wholesale denunciation 
on the work of an astronomer, but Pro- 
fessor Atwater, only a chemist, has not 
hesitated to go out of his way to criticise 
as inaceurate the work of these physiolo- 
gists and pathologists.”’ 

Mrs. Hunt mentioned the professor's 
experiments with the middletown calo- 
rometer and insisted that when the data 
of these experiments were published 
scientific experts showed in the medical 
journals that the figures in his own tables 
proved that the opposite to~what Pro- 
fessor Atwater declared that they did.

REVENUES ARE INCREASING 


Nearly 50,000 Pupils in Schools. 
Hunt Refers to Case of 
Iglesias. 


San Juan; P. R., January 2.—Governor 
Hunt’s méssage to the legislature of 
Forto Rico was read at 11-o’clock this 
morning before a joint session of that 
bedy held in the theater of San Juan. 
The message .congratulated the legisla- 
ture upon the fact that its work in 101 
had been vindicated as wise, conservative 
and progressive and conducive ta the es- 
tablighment of free trade between Porto 
Rico and the United States seven months 
before the existing tariff duties provided 
for the cessation of the collection of such 
dutles. 

In his message Govérnor Hunt says: 

“Tranquillity and contentment prevail 
in Ports Rico; schools have multiplied; 
railroads are being constructed; the com- 
merce of the island has beer developed, 
2nd exports-have increased; agriculture 
has become mcre profitable, roads are 
being built and debts are being paid. Tol- 
erance of opinion has become more ecum- 
mon, former antagonisms being forgot- 
ten.’’ 

Governor Hvunt’s report said further 
that 885 schools were open throughout 
the island, 934 teachers were employ:d 
in them and 45,000 pupils attended then. 
thirty-twe school houses had been con- 
Structed and 129 Pcrto Rican students 
were being educated in the United States. 
The insular revenues had increased the 
available balance of $128,000 over the bal- 
ance of July, 1901, and the total balance 
tcday, including tariff rebates, etc., 
amounted to $2,000,000. 

Governor Hunt recommended an in- 
crease in the excises upon beer, cosmetics 
ard perfumes, and a road tax of a dollar 
a head.. 

Concerning the cese of Santiago Igle- 
sias, the representative of the American 
Federation of Labor, who was sentenced 
here on Decen:ber 11 to three years and 
four months’ impriscnment cn a charge 
of conspiracy, the governor said: 

“Where the purpose of organization is 
rrerely to increese the profits of labor 
or to dignify its worth, through peaceful 
means, a law susceptible to a censtruc- 
tion forbidding such a purpose is unwor- 
thy the American government and should 
be wiped out.’’

Commandant Snyman Thanks Presi- 
dent for His Kindness. 

Washington, January 2%.—Commandant 
W. D. Snyman, who was a member of 
General DeWet's staff in South Africa 
up to a year ago, and who for some time 
has represented the Boer cause in the 
west, called upon President Roosevelt to- 
day. Commandant Snyman is a tall, fine- 
looking Boer, and talks English with a 
Slightly broken accent. 

“{ called upon the president,’ said he, 
“to thank him for having sent to my 
wife, who is in South Africa, some money 
I desired her to’have. I shall atways teel 
grateful to President Koosevelt. 1 saw 
my wite’s signature today for the tirst 
time in menths.’’ 

“How did your wife get the money?” 

“Through the United States consul at 
Cape Town, and her answer to my letter 
was returned through the same channel.”’ 

Commandant Snyman did not talk with 
the president about the war in South 
Africa. He did not consid@ it a proper 
subject to discuss with the president of 
the United States. He simply wanted fo 
thank him for getting the money to his 
wife, 

‘The Boers,’ said he, “can see easily 
that the president can do nothing to stop 
the war, even if he were so disposed. But 
we will appeal to congress for an ex- 
pression of opinion. We hope that both 
political parties in this country will unite 
in such an expression. We do not want 
the matter made a party question or to 
embarrass the United States in any way. 
I believe the English people would wel- 
come an interference sufficient to cause 
the authorities to drop the war. We are 
willing to make some concessions.”’

New York Chamber of Commerce 


Scores Washington Convention, 


Resolution Adopted Stating That Ac-. 


tion of the Recent Convention 
Will Cause Hostile Action 
on Part of Other 
Countries. 


New York, January 2.—A meeting of 
the chamber of commerce was held here 
today. The committee on foreign com- 
merce and the revenue laws presented a 
report and resolutions, disapproving the 
action taken by the reciprocity conven- 
tion held in Wastfington. This report and 
the resolutions were adopted after con- 
siderable debate. The resolutions read as 
follows: 

“Whereas, This chamber has consist- 
ently favored the establishment, through 
reciprocal concessions in tariff rates, of 
sJoser trade relations between the United 
States and the commercial countries of 
the world; and, 

‘Whereas, The national reciprocity 
convention, in its recent session in Wash- 
ington, D. C., adopted a resolution recom- 
mending reciprocity through tariff modi- 
fications where it can be done without in- 
jury to any of our home interests of 
manufacturing, commerce or farming, 
thereby rendering any applfcation of re- 
ciprocal tariff concessions impracticable; 
and, 

‘Whereas, The national reciprocity con- 
vention, in a second resolution, recom 
mended the establishment of a new com- 
mission to which shall be referred the 
consideration- of all reciprocal trade 
agreements, thereby annulling and disre- 
garding the valuable and beneficial work 
successfully accomplished by the present 
commissioner plenipotentiary in the ne 
gotiation of important treaties, whereby 
@ great part of the trade of these coun- 
tries would’ be thrown open to us. There 
fore, be it 

“Resolved, That this chamber hereby 
expresses its disapproval of the action 
taken by the national reciprocity conven- 
tion in Washington on November 20 as 
subsersive of all attempts to bring about 
closer trade relations with our sister na 
tions, and to open new and wider markets 
for our products; and be it further 

“Resolved, That the chamber views 
with aprehension the policy advocated by 
the reciprocity convention as likely to in- 
vite hostile legislation on the part of the 
other nations against this country to the 
great detriment of its commercial in- 
terests.” 

The following substitute for the report 
of the committee was offered, but was 
rejected: 

‘Resolved, That this body recommend 
reciprocity in our trade with foreign 
countries where it can be done without 
injuring any of our own products or man- 
ufactures.’’ 

The committee report and resolutions 
were then adopted.

Providence, R. I., January 2.—Dr. Eliz- 
abeth Darby committed suicide by shoot- 
ing herself at the Narragansett hotel last 
night. She Ieft a note reading: 

“Despair led me to do thig, Send my 
body to Bordentown, N. J.” : 

A woman companion of the physician 

stated that Miss Darby had been de- 
sporident for some little time. She had 
been here since December 15. Dr. Darby 
was about 32 years ui age. 
. Bordentown, N. J., January 2.—Eliza- 
beth Darby was the daughter of a wealthy 
farmer of Chesterfield, a few miles from 
nere. The father today said she had a 
yaried career, notwithstanding the care 
and expenditures of her parents to edu- 
cate her and secure .or her professional 
eminence. She was educated at St. Jo- 
sephs convent, Bordentown, and then 
went to Philadelphia and studied to be 
a trained nurse. It is said she over- 
studied and became mentally unsound, 
and her assignment to her first case re- 
sulted in her arrest for alleged man- 
slaughter. 

She was nursing a Catholic woman, and, 
itis alleged, placed. lighted candles under 
the sick woman's bed, nearly cremated 
her and caused her death. Miss Darby 
was arrested, charged with manslaughter, 
but was acquitted on the ground of tem- 
porary insanity.

NTO ETERNITY 
FIVE SOULS G0 
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Terribie Explosion of Central 
Enginé Boiler in Macon, 


Besides Five Fatalities Many Are 
Injured — Bound House Was 
Blown to Atoms—Shock 
of Explosion Felt Miles 
Away. 


—_—— * 


Macon, Ga., January 2.—(Special.)—One 
of the most disastrous accidents that ever 
occurred in Macon carried sorrow to hun- 
dreds of hearts at an early 
morring. It was the explosion of the 
boller of one of the giant locomotives of 
the Central of Georgia railway from some 
unknown cause. The explosion occurred 
in the roundhouse at the machine shops 
at 7:30 o'clock. 

The shock caused by the explosion was 
distinctly felt at Bolingbroke, 12 miles 
above Macon on the Central railroad, and 
the noise was heard for miles around the 
city. Many inhabitants of this city were 
at breakfast when the accident occurred 
and the rattHng of dishes and the clat- 
tering of the window sashes caused these 
to think’ that the city was visited by an- 
ofker earthquake. Six blocks from the 
scene of the explosion window panes 1n 
more than one building were shattered. 

Thé round house in which the engine 
was standing at the time of the explosion 
was completely demolished, as were two 
other engines in the house and severai 
box cars standing in the vicinity of the 
round house. 

Three persons were killed outright and 
one died after being carried to the city 
hospital, with every bone in both legs 
broken. Three persons were perhaps 
fatally injured and several others were 
seriously hurt. 

J. I. O'Neal, the machinist’s helper, re- 
ported dead, jis yet alive at the city hos- 
pital. There is no chance for his recov- 
ery, but the surgeon in attendance says 
he may HMve through the night and prob- 
ably tomorrow. He is in an unconscious 
condition and the surgeons say he will 
never regain consciousness. His home is 
in. East Macan. He ts unmarried and 2% 
years old. 

The dead ere: 

E. W. HODGES, machinist. and a 
brother of Hon. Robert Hodges, who was 
solickor general of the superior court of 
this circuit. He was married and leaves a 
widow and several children, residing on 
Belleyue, Huguenin heights. His neck 
and right hip were broken. 

J. M. McDONALD, machinist, 35 years 
of age, leaves a widow and one child, re- 
siding at 2001 Fourth street. His head 
was blown off and nearly every bone in 
hés body was broken. His mangled form 
was found nearly 50 feet from where he 


was working when the explosion occurred. 
URIAH CORNELIUS, colored, head 


blown completely off and found many 
feet fr his body. His mangled body 
was anfown into the tender, which was 
attach to the engine which exploded. 
Death was instantancous.

DR. GAZAWAY B. KNIGHT DEAD 


Was Prominent Madisonian and a 
Gallant Confederate Soldier. 
Madison, Ga., January 2.—(Special.)- 
Dr. Gazaway B. Knight died at his hom 


in this city last night, after an illness of

Dr. Knight was one of the best known 
men in this section of Georgia. He was 
born in Augusta in 182) and graduated 
at the Georgia Medical college, of that 
city, in 1848.

The 
negro will aways be a negro, however 
light his skin,.and his blood, with a 
singular homing instinct, will always 
seek its parent source in the darker 
shades of his kind until it rests in the 
pure African black.

The Indianapolis News prints a car- 
toon representing Uncle Sam, in high 
glee, passing through “the arch of 
prosperity” into the New Year. On 
the arch are the legends:

Those are true enough indicia of the 
prosperity of 1901, but back of: Uncle 
Sam, and over which he has marched 
successfully, are represented obstruc 
tions labeled:

Those also tell theirown story. But 
while Uncle Sam is to be congratu- 
lated in getting over them safely, do 
they not speak trumpet-tongued to, at 
least, our southern fellow-citizens? 
The south, perhaps more than any 
other section, has felt the strain anc 
had to pay the price of the three last 
named incidents of the past year’s his- 
tory. To us “cheap cotton” and “high 
priced provisions,’ and ihe “short- 
age in corn’ have been especially hard 
burdens. 

Yet there is no sound reason why 
such things should have so affected 
ourfortunes. The south can easily pro- 
duce all the corn needed by its peo- 
ple. Incontestable. experience proves 
that any farmer or planter in these 
states can raise all the corn he needs 
much cheaper than he can buy it from 
the west. Likewise the effort to pro- 
duce the corn will effect the cotton 
crop and by reducing its area and 
bulk tend to increase its market price. 
So, also, the question of provisions— 
of beef, hogs, mutton, and of forage 
and domestic foods—are solvable on 
every farm in the south. 

How long, then; will our péople con’ 
tinue the fatuous policy of putting all 
their kor on one crop—banking 
everything on cotton? 
they must always feel first among the 
people the penalties of “high priced 
provisions” that they must buy, and 
of “cheap cotton,” which is all they 
have to sell. If there be any wisdom 
or philosophy or device among our 
Statesmen that will reform the pres- 
ent evil agricultural policy of the 
south now is the accepted time to 
apply them.

356,: jumping from roofs and windows 
58, throwing themselves under loco- 
motives 56, stabuing 27, fire 23, dyna- 
mite 11, and starvation 6.

This year the south’s crop was not 
enough to supply the world’s demands and 
other nations such es Russia, Germany, Enz- 
land and even France are anxidus to compéie 
with us. ‘The southern states.”"" adds The 
Times, ‘‘can count upon a practical monopoly 
of the cotton growing industry only so long 
a& they do all that can be done to meet the 
world’s requirements in the matter of quantity, 
and keep the price below a figure at which 
other countries are tempted to raise al] the 
cotton they can grow.’”’ 

The Times concludes that short cotton crops 
would prove calamitous to the south, because 
such crops would destroy the monopoly now 
held by the south. ‘To double,”’ it says, ‘‘the 
present cotton crop and cheapen its cost per 
bale to the lowest possible figure should be 
the objective point in all southern effort. It 
would not only increage the wealth of the 
south more rapidly than it can be increased 
in any other way, but it would stimulate de- 
velopment all along the line.’’ 

But if ywe double the present crop it would 
not pay to pick it. The Times is wrong. It 
had better give advice about a cheaper way 
to make wooden nutmegs, or how to make 
money on Wall street. Probably it will not 


then make such an absurd and foolish state- 
ent as it has about the south'’s cotton crop.

The Practice of Medicine. 


Editor Constitution: Will you kindly let me 
know the law regarding a person treating pa- 
tients without medicine? 

There is a person here who claims to be able 
to-cure disease through hypnotic or magnetic 
power and we do not know whether he is re- 
quired by the laws of the state of Georgia io 
pay a license or not, or what laws govern, or 
if there !s any laws in existence, covering 
this matter. A. B. FINLEY.

The law of Georgia relating to the practice 
of medicine is contained in section’ 1477-8 
of the code and is as follows: 

““‘Who may practice. No person shall prac- 
tice medicine within this state, unless he has 
been heretofore legally authorized so to do, 
or shall be hereafter authorized so to do, by a 
diploma from an incorporated medical college, 
medical school, or university, or has, after at- 
tending one 6r more full terms at a regularly 
chartered medical college, been in active prac- 
tice of medicine since the year 1866, or who 
was by law authorized to practice medicine in 
1866, or shall have been licensed by the medi- 
cal board. 

“* ‘Practice medicine’ defined. For the pur- 
pose of this chapter, the words ‘practice medi- 
cine’ shall mean, to suggest, recommend, pre- 
Scribe or direct, for the use of any person, any 
drug, medicine, appliance, apparatus, or other 
agency, whether material or not material for 
the cure, relief, or palliation of any ailment 
or disease of the mind or body, or for the cure 
or relief of any wound, fracture, or other bod- 
ily injury or any deformity, after having re- 
ceived or with the intent of receiving therefor, 
either directly or indirectly, any bonus, gift, or 
compensation,’’ 

The state of Georgia recognizes only thrée 
medical systems—the homeopathic, allopathic 
and eclectic. According to the letter of the 
law all others are spurious and are not li- 
censed by the state. Throughout the state os- 
teopaths and Christian Science healers are to- 
day engaged in the practice of medicine, for 
even though they are not recognized by the 
state they are supported by public opinion and 
it is exceedingly rare for such a person to be 
convicted before a jury. 

In some states they have been licensed and 
are allowed to pursue their practice witheut 
molestation, ‘ae 


A Letter from Dr. Durham. 


Editor Constitution: Enforce or repeal the 
law. Georgia h&s a law regulating the prac- 
tice of medicine. It is a good law for the 
protection of the people from incompetenv 
persons claiming to be doctors of medicine 
The law is vidlated daily in this city and 
throughout the state. It is time that the 
grand juries and officers of the law should 
enforce the law not only in the interest of the 
people, but in justice to physicians who have 
complied with the law. If it cannot be en- 
forced, then it should be repealed, Every 
student who receives a diploma from a medical 
college of this state is required by law to 
stand an examination before one of the three 
medical boards of the state and secure a 
license which is his or her authority to regis- 
ter with the clerk of the court in the county 
where he or she opens an office. A diploma 
gives no right to register or practice medicine 
in Georgia, In behalf of the school of medi- 
cine to which FE belong and the students of 
the medical colleges of this state, many of 
whom will soon have to stand an examination 
before one of the medical examining boards 
to obtain license to practice medicine in Geor- 
gia, I appeal to those who are sworn ® exe- 
cute the laws of the state to make every 
effort to have the medical law of the state 
enforced.

The last meeting of the old board of 
health will be held this afternoon at 5 
o'clock. Next week it is expected thgé 
a called meeting will be held for 
purpose of organizing the new ard, 

which will then have two extra members 
in conformity with the charter amend- 
ment recently passed by the legislature. 

Not long ago members of the new 
city council held a caucus and determined 
upon the men who are to be elected to the 
board of health. Burton Smith, whose 
term expires next Monday, is not a can- 
didate for reelection. When council meets 
Monday his successor and the two other 
members will be elected, The new mem- 
bers of the board will be Wheeler Man- 
gum, Dr. Charles Vaughan and E. V. Car- 
ter. 

During the meeting this afternoon Dr. 
E. H. Richardson, secretary of the board 
ef health, will submit his annual report. 
This report, which was completed yes- 
terday, is an interesting document and 
eontains a wealth of important vital sta- 
tistics. 

According to the report there were 874 
marriages in Atlanta in 1901, of which 
number 501 were whites, and 373 were col- 
ored. There were 921 births—382 white and 
339 colored—and of this number 487. were 
males and 434 females. In all there were 
1,839 deaths, nearly twice as many deaths 
as births.

Of the 741 "deaths in May, June, July 
and August, 316, or 42.64 per cent, were 
among children under five years of age. 
Of the 316 deaths, 133 were whites and 183 
were colored. 

The total annual death rate was about 
15.85 per thousand, the city’s population 
consisting of 82,000 whites and 53,000 col- 


ored. 


Chief Hope’s Report. 

Captain George Hope, chief of the sani- 
tary department will also make his re- 
port to the board this afternoon. This 
will be his second annual report and the 
twenty-third yearly report of the depart- 
ment. Captain Hope at the outset de- 
clares that the different departments of 
the city have worked in perfect harmony 
with this department during the past year, 
something never heard of before, he 
states. He says the department during 
1901 did more work than during any sim- 
jlar period heretofore. The chief also re- 
marks upon the better quality of milk 
now being sold in the city, and again calis 
attention to the need of a veterinarian to 
make inspéction of cows furnishing milk 
for Atlanta consumers. 

According to Captain Hope’s report the 
department came well within its appro- 
priatian for the year, in fact had a few 
dollars left over.

Excellent Report Goes to Council 


~ from Chief John W. 
Ball, 


ASKS FOR MORE MEN 
T0 BE ADDED 10 FORCE 


He Shows Police Department To Be 
in Fine Shape, and Gives Some 
Interesting Data About 
Workings of the Po- 


| Ji¢e Force. 


Chief John W. Ball has his annual re- 
port for 1901 ready to go to the city coun- 
cil, and it is one of the best documents of 
the kind ever presented from the police 
department. It shows all the workings of 
the police force and furnishes some in- 
teresting data about the guardians of life 
and property. 

Since Chief Ball has been the executive 
head of the police force the department 
has steadily grown better and stronger. 
He has made many great improvements 
and today the Atlanta police force ranks 
second to no department of the city gov- 
ernment. 

As the chief, of course, makes no refer- 
ence to himself in his annual report, it is 
but just to say that he is in every re- 
spect making a model chief. He has the 
confidence of the police board, the re- 
spect of the citizens and the loyal esteem 
of his men. With the reins in his hands 
he will carry the police department to the 
highest mark of efficiency and give to At- 
lanta a police service of which the city 
will be justly proud. 

Two important recommendations are 
made, one for twenty-five more policemen 
and the other for two sub-police stations. 

The report shows a large increase in 
the work done during the preceding year. 
The increase of arrests was 1,654; the in- 
crease of fines by the recorder was $15,622; 
the increase of cash paid in fines was 
$8,477.25. 

“The increase of arrests and fines,’’ 
states the chief, ‘“‘was not due to an in- 
crease of crime, but to the increase of 
population and the extra vigilance of the 
policemen.’”’ 

Peace and Order in the City. 

Under the head of ‘‘The City” the chief 
says: 

“The peace, good order and morals of 
our city as compared to that of other 
cities-of like population throughout the 
country is most excellent. Some public 
evils are prone to exiist, no matter what 
amount of legislation is brought to bear 
to exterminate them. The lawless ele- 
ment are pretty well known to the mem- 
bers of the force, and they are kéept un- 
der strict police surveillance. We can 
boast of having no local professional 
crooks or other thieves. At several in- 
tervals during the year such professionals 
have visited our city, which was occasion- 
ed by large crowds, such as fairs, shows, 
etc. But they were immediately spotted, 
and there not being evidence to prosecute 
them in the proper courts, they were 
promptly driven out of the city. The city 
ordinances and state penal laws falling 
within the jurisdiction of the department 
have so far as lay in our power been 
rigidly inforced. The commission of crime 
and breach of the peace have been well 
suppressed; and, taken altogether, we 
have a most lovely city.”’ 

Referring to the discipline in the de- 
partment the chief says the deportment 
of his men are good and that they are 
fearless and conscientiously doing their 
duty. 

Under the head of the ‘Force in Gen- 
eral’’ Chief Ball says: 

“The different departments of police 
have all vied with each other with one 
common interest, and that is in the in- 
forcement of ordinance and laws, in the 
suppression of crimes, in the prosecution 
of criminals, in the preservance of peace 
and in protecting the lives and guarding 
the various properties of our citizens. The 
service performed by their individual and 
combined efforts during the year was ex- 
cellent and gratifying indeed.”’ 

A Tribute to Murdered Officer. 

In mentioning the deaths that occurred 
in the force during the past year the 
chief refers to the murder of Officer De- 
Bray, saying: 

“The murder of Officer DeBray was a 
dastardly and cowardly act. Notwith- 
standing the fact that he was shot at 
several times, he pursued his assailants 
fearlessly and with indomitable’ cour- 
age until he fell, meeting his doom brave- 
ly in the full discharge of duty. He had 
served on the force for over four years 
and made a splendid officer. He is report- 
ed as having died the bravest of the 
brave.” 

The other two deaths on the force dur- 
ing the year, he states, were those of 
Officers J. M. Seals and John B. Harris. 

The chief reports the barracks and the 
stables in excellent condition, except for 
a leakage in the basement of the bar- 
racks, which he says shouid be remedied. 

The public hack line in the cjty, says 
the chief, has been greatly improved by 
a careful inspection of cabs and horses 
and a rigid examination for permits of 
drivers. 

‘Cruelty to Animals. 

The chief makes a special point of re- 
ferring- to the supression of cruelty to 
animals. In this connection, he states:

RECORDER'S ANNUAL REPORT 


Necessity of Juvenile Reformatory 
Is Plainly Shown. 


SOME INTERESTING DATA 


Number of Cases Tried and Amount 
of Fines Are Given—Big In- 
crease Over Last Year. 


Recorder Broyles has sent in his annual 
report to the city council. In his report 


he mentions the great need of a reforma- | 


tory for juvenile criminals. His plea for 


the reformatory is so strongly put that 
it cannot but awaken a deep and profound 


interest. _ 

His report is as follows: 

To the Honorable Mayor and General 
Council of the City of Atlanta—I have 
the honor to submit herewith my annual 
report as recorder for the year 1901:

In addition to the ‘fines and sentences 
imposed, many hundreds of persons were 
bound over for trial in the state courts. 
Two years ago when I had the honor of 
submitting my first annual report as re-, 
corder, I presented as strongly as I contd 
to the then mayor and council the urgent 
and pressing need of a reformatory for 
the youthful criminals of our city. I saw 
that hundreds of the children of Atlanta 
were slipping down into the quicksand of 
crime, and I cried aloud for help-—and a 
reformatory—to save them. That cry was 
immediately answered, not by the city 
council, but hy the noble women and 
ministers of the city. They enlisted the 
all-powerful press upen their side; they 
stormed and captured the grand jury 
and obtained from them a unanimous rec- 
ommendation that the question of reform- 
atory or no reformatory be submitted to 
the people. It was so submitted and the 
reformatory won by an overwhelming 
majority. And I understand that in a 
few weeks its doors will be open to re- 
ceive its charges. This is now, however, 
a county, not a city, institution. It was 
so established because, under the law, it 
was much easier and took’ considerably 
less “red tape’ to start it as a county 
than as 2 city reformatory. But from 
the very start the ideas~and intentions 
of its promoters were to have the city 
make some equitable arrangement with 
the county whereby youthful offenders 
could be sent to it direct from the police 
court of the city. Unless this is done, the 
institution cannot accomplish what it was 
intended to do, and its usefulness will 
be comparatively limited. Therefore, I 
respectfully but earnestly urge that the 
mayor and council take up this matter 
at cnce and arrange with the county au- 
thoritiegs to open the doors of’ the retorm- 
atory to all the unfortunate boys and 
girls of our city who may need the shel- 
ter of its protecting walls. 

In- conclusion, I desire to compliment 
Chief Ball and his entire force for the 
faithful discharge of their onerous du- 
ties; to cammend the services of Clar- 
ence Moore, clerk of the recorder’s court, 
and to thank the mayor and every mem- 
ber of council for the unfform courtesy, 
consideration and mecral support which, 
for the past year, they have so unstint- 
edly given me in the discharge of my of- 
ficial duties.

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“At different times during the year I 
have had an officer detailed to look 
Specially after the cruel and inhuman 
treatment of animals. Ninety-five dumb 
brutes were found to be in a condition 
unfitting them for service and were or- 
dered off the streets. Thé attention of 
owners of horses and mules to the num- 
ber of 225 or more was called to the in- 
human treatment on their part to their 
stock. In some instances jthey were or- 
dered to allow them to rest up; in others 
to properly shoe, while in others more 
comfortable harness, collars, pads and 
blankets were ordered provided. A num- 
ber of cases for cruelty to animals was 
made where the owners had been proper- 
ly notified, but failed to promptly com- 
ply therewith. Six horses and mules 
were found to be in extra bad condition, 
and upon examination by the veterinary 
surgeons were ordered killed. In this con- 
nection I desire. to express my sincere 
thanks to Drs. Carnes & Carnes, veteri- 
nary police surgeons for the Atlanta Hu- 
mane Society, who have rendered most 
valuable assistance to the metbers of 
this department in their work in the in- 
terest of the dumb beasts.’’ ° 

The signal service, says the chief, has 
been giving very good results. He recom- 
mends that the old apparatus now in use 
be substituted for a telephone system that 
is more up to date. He asks that the 
wires be placed under ground. The cost 
of the changes, he says, will not be much 
and the cost of keeping up the system 
will be gr@atly reduced. 


Important Recommendations. 


The most important recommendations 
in the chiefs report is his request for 
two sub-police stations, one on Marietta 
street in the neighborhood of Jones ave- 
nue and Alexander street, and the other 
in the seventh ward on or near Peters 
etreet. 

“Those sections,’ he says, “‘are remote 
from the central station, requiring long 
drives with patrol wagons for prisoners. 
This requires too much time of the wagon 
Officers, besides the wear and tear of 
harness, horses and wagons. When those 
long drives have to be made other officers 
with prisoners under arrest at signal 
boxes in different sections of the city are 
often delayed at said bexes waiting for 
the patrol wagon to return from a long 
call before theirs can be answered. This 
consumes too much time of the officers 
on one section-of their beats, thereby en- 
abling thieves to commit depredations on 
the other portions thereof during the 
patrolman’s ‘long absence. These sub-sta- 
tions are an absolute necessity for the 
efficiency of tue service.’’ 

Twenty-five more policemen are asked 
for. 

It is recommended by the chief that the 
salaries of the clerks and the matron be 
increased. He says the matron is on duty 
all night and day and is a valuable aid to 
the police service. 

In exhibits attached to his report, the 
chief shows there are exactly 200 men 
with the police department. The total 
number of arrests made during the year 
was 17,236. The number of plain drunks 
was 4,163, and the number of fights and

GREATLY REDUCED 


Report of City Attorney Mayson Is an 
Interesting One. 
THIRTY-FOUR SUITS PENDING 


At the Beginning of 1901 There 
Were Eighty-Five Actions Pend- 


One of the most interesting reports pre- 
pared by any of the ‘city officials is that 
of City Attorney James L. Mayson. This 
has been/Mr. Mayson’s first year in office 
and the report shows with what faithful- 
ness he has dischargod his duties as the 
head of the city’s legal department. 

At the beginning of 199) the finance com- 
mittee appropriated to the legal depart- 
ment the sum of $11,000, divided as fol- 
lows:

When Mr. Mayson took up the reins of 
office there were thirty-two suits pending 
in the superior court against the city. 
Eighteen of these have been: disposed of, 
the city securing a verdict or the dis- 
missal of the case in the majority of in- 
stances, and at this time there are thirty- 
four suits pending in the superior court 
against the city. 

Suits Are Reduced. 

At the beginning of last year there 
were also eighty-five suits pending against 
the city in the city court, and of that 
number twenty-eight have been disposed 
of. In this court there are now 102 suits 
pending. Three cases against the city 
were disposed of in the justice courts 
in 1901. 

After giving some tables showing the 
various cases that have been disposed of 
and those now pending, Mr. Mayson cul!s 
attention to the question of taxing the 
property of arr ories in Atlanta and re- 
fers to the Gate City Guard case. He 
also makes reference to the case made 
out against the derot by the board of 
iealth last spring and compliments Judge 
Lumpkin upon his able exposition of the 
law governing the police power of mu- 
nicipalities contained in the decision in 
that interesting care. 


Mr. Mayson is of the opinion that any- 
cne who reads Judge Lumpkin’s. de- 
cision will be convinced cf his correct- 
ness in deciding that the board of health 
had the power to declare the dcpot 1% 
nuisance. He remarks that the supreme 
ccurt. however, held cther views. Refer- 
ence is likewise mcde to the number of 
threatened suits growing out of the sew- 
age system, especia‘ly in the Entrench- 
ment creek cases, and the city attorney 
returns thanks to the members of the 
water board, tcard of health, the city 
ergineer and his assistants for their val- 
uable assistance in collecting evidence to 
y be used in the city’s defense. 

Brief mention is made of the crematory 
injunction case, and then City Attorney 
Mayson lays considerable stress upon the 
defeat of the charter amendment bills in 
the senate during the recent session of 
the legislature. He expresses the hope 
that he may live to see a senate which 
will be more favorably disposed toward 
a charter amendment touching the taxa- 
tion of franchis¢s. 

In conclusion Mr. Mayson pays his very 
best respeeis to Commissioner of Public 
Works H.'L. Collier and his assistants, 
whd have furnished the legal department 
with much valuable data used in court 
trials. He commends the assistant city 
attorney, William P. Hill, for his faiti- 
ful defense of the city, and has a few 
nice things say about Charles H. 
Heftfn, the investigator, who, Mr. Mayson 
says, has discharged his varied duties in 
an admirable manner. 

This report, which is a lengthy on, 
will be submitted to council at the meet- 
ing of that body next Monday.

BY THE LETTERS 


Alleged Murderer Shows Temper When 
Evidence Is Introduced. 


DECLARES HE IS GUILTLESS 


Says John A. Montgomery Was His 
Good Friend—Charges Father 
in Law and Negro with the 
Cremation of the Two 

‘ Bodies. 


Oxford, Miss., January 2.—The trial of 
Will Mathis, charged: with the murder of 
the two Montgomerys, begun at 8 o'clock 
this morning. -By 11 o'clock a jury had 
been empanelled and the examination of 
witnesses begun. 

Orlando Lester, who was yesterday 
convicted aS an accomplice of Mathis in 
the double murdé@r, was next called ead 
gave the same version of the killing that 
he had given in his own triag. He said 
that Mathis told: him that he did the 
shooting himself, that it was planned 
that the negro should do the shooting, 
but his nerve failed him and he (Mathis) 
had to do it himself. He stated that 
Mathis shot Hugh Montgomery first, 
shooting him in the mouth, that he was 
obliged to shoot John A. Montgomery 
twice, once in the body and once in the 


head. 

Wiill Mathis next took the stand. He 
denied all previous statements made by 
himself, claiming that they were made 
under promises of.aid or threats of bodily 
harm. He said “he l¥:d nothing to do 


‘with the killing, and did all he could to 
‘keep Lester from killiing the officers. 


He stated that John A: Montgomery 
was one of his best friends and nothing 
hurt him worse than the killing o8 the 
officers in his house. 

He stated that he had nothing to do 
with burning the bodies, that his father- 
in-law, Whit Owens, and the negro did 
the burning. He declared that all he did 
was to take his own pistol and leave the 
house. 

In regard to the letters written by him- 
self to his wife while in jail, telling her 
how she must assist him in escapftng and 
what she and other parties must testify 
at the trial, he disclaimed all knowledge. 
He became violently angry when the let 
ters were shown flim and read by the dis- 
trict attorney. He said it was all a plot 
of Bill Jackson, and he knew nothing of 
the letters.; He at first refused to give a 
sample of his writirg, but at length con- 
sented to write his name. 

Mrs. Will Mathis was next called to 
testify in behalf of Ler husband. She fail- 
ed to identify the writing of her hus- 
band.

FIRST BLOOD 


Opening of Courtmartial 
Montgomery Regarded as 
Favorable to Him. 


DEFENDANT’S COUNSEL 
ANSWERS MANY POINTS 


Court Rules That Caogrespondence 
Between Higdon and Kyle Was 
Personal ana- Unofficial, 
and Has No Place in 
the Evidence. 


Montgomery, Ala., January 2.—(Special.) 
The Kyle courtmartial convened today 
with a plea to the jurisdiction of the 
court as to the charges of disrespect to 
superior and conduct unbecoming an of- 
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LIEUTENANT COLONEL KYLE. 

On Trial for Charges Preferred by 
Colonel Higdon, His Superior 
Officer. 
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ficer growing out of the letter of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Kyle to Colonel Higdon. 

It was contended that these offenses 
could only occur while the officers were 
in active military service. This plea was 
ruled out and a plea of not guilty entered 
to all the charges. 

So far as his failing to go on the tour 
of inspection of the companies last May 
is concerned, Kyle’s counsel contended 
there is no law requiring that. As to 
failing to appear at camp in July, he will 
show that he was in New York. 

The important feature of his plea to 
the other charges is that the whole att 
of the legislature under which the pro- 
ceedings are had, which creates the of- 
fenses and prescribes the penalty, is un- 
constitutional and void. The constitution 
forbids punishment for crime except by 
jury trial, except where the militia is in 
active service. This 
for an appeal to-the civil courts should 
the case go against him. 


Letters Were Unofficial. 


The friends of Kyle think he has 
drawn first blood in a ruling of the court 
that Higdon’'s letter to which his was a 
reply was personal and unofficial and has 
no place in the evidence. It was proven 
from Higdon's private letter copy book 
by his bookkeeper, J. P. Lanznesler, that 
it was written on his business paper and 
was marked ‘“unofficial.”’ 

Kyle pleads that his was also unof- 
ficial, written when no portion of the 
national guard was in actual service. 

All the charges are repeated as viola- 
tions of the articles of war; the plea of 
the defense is that the troops were not 
then in the service of the United States 
or of Alalmma. 

Captain Walter E. Gardner, quarter- 
master on Higdon’'s staff,sits by the judge 
advocate and represents him in the pros- 
ecution. Colonel Higdon himself is out, 
under the same, with other witnesses. 
He has not asked for counsel and will 
not unless the old troubles in the Span- 
ish war should be gone into. He will be 
the first witness tomorrow. 

Judge Kyle's attorneys are contesting 
at every point and objecting at every 
opening made. Colonel Dumont, presi- 
dent of the court, rules promptly. There 
are some twenty witnesses al! told.

Roosevelt May Come to Atlanta 
Next August 


TO ATTEND NEGRO CONGRESS 


Delegation of Leading Negroes To 
Call on the President January 
18 To Extend Invitation. 


President Roosevelt is to be invited to 
come to Atlanta in August to attend the 
opening of the young negroes’ Christian 
congress, which meets here then for the 
first time. 

Prominent negroes at the head of the 
movement state there will be between 
10,000 and 12,000 delegates at the congress. 
On account of the prominence of the 
movement among the negroes it is ex- 
pected that President Roosevelt will ac- 
cept the invitation. 

1. Garland Penn, of Atlanta, who is 
greatly interested in the coming congress, 
ealled at the white house yesterday and 
arranged for the reception by the presi- 
dent of a large delegation of negroes 
Jaruary 18, whose object is to formally 
extend the invitation. The following spe- 
cial from Washington tells of the invi- 
tation to be extended: 

Washington, January 2.—(Special.)— 
Professor I. Garland Penn, of Atlanta, 
who had charge of the negro exhibit at 
the Atlanta exposttion in 18% and who 
is now one of the general secretaries of 
the Epworth League in the Methodist 
Episcopal church, called on the president 
this morning to arrange for a delegation 
to call on him on Saturday, January 18, 
to invite him to a young negroes’ Chris- 
tian congress in Atlanta in August.

NEW SOLUTION OFFERED 
FOR THE CHINESE PROBLEM 


Rev. T. P. Crawford, the oldest mis- 
sionary to China, who te now visiting in 
Atlanta, has been a missionary to China 
for the past fifty years. He has grown 
old in the service, but is still active and 
proposes to return to the fleld next spring. 

Dr. Crawford returned to America in 
June, 1900, having been forced to fly for 
his Mfe in order to eecape from the box- 
ers. He was located at Taj An Fu City, 
in the interior of China. He js thorough- 
ly familiar with the situation tn China 
and understands the Chinese character 
well. He is greatly interested in the im- 
migration laws, which promise to be an 
interesting question before the present 
congress. 

“I have thought over the Chinese im- 
migration matter for a long time,” said 
Dr. Crawford, “and have given the sub- 
ject deep study. I Mave reached conclu- 
sicns and have theories that 1 believe 
are practical. The question is one that 
cannot be settled in a day and must not 
be entered into with undue haste. 

“In the province in which 1 was -lo- 
cated there are 36,000,000 Chinamen and the 
area of this province is no greater than 
the state of Georgia. Every avyailabie 
inch of land there and in all other parts 
of China is in a high state of cultivation. 
Chinamen who possess as much as 8 
acres of land are regarded as well-to-do. 
The great majority have less than that 
many acres. They are crying for land. 
They are the most capable agriculturiets 
in the world and are a patient, law-abid- 
ing people. 

Question of Reciprocity. 

“Now we are going to send our cotton 
to the west, but what are we to take 
from them in return? If we go ahead and 
gobbie up everything in sight it will leave 
them poor, and poor customers are hardly

They will be giad of the opportunity and 
much good would result both to the im- 
migrants and to this country. The mat- 
ter could be regulated so ihat only able- 
bodied and industrious Chrinamen could 
fake advantage of the law and none of 
the riffraff would drift in. You can see 
at a glance that the question is a great 
one and one that needs be given careful 
consideration.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, January 2.—The first day of 
trading for t new year on the stock ex- 
change waa signalized by a jump in the. vol- 
ume of t ctions to upward of a million 
w~hares. The coalers and the Pacifics were 
easily the leaders in the market, Lut the deal- 
ings were broadly distributed, and the strength 
was very disseminatea through the general 
list. The indmstrial stccks were inconspicu- 
«vs except for a few of the most important 
issves, fuch as United States Steel, Sugar, 
Amalgamated Copper anc People’s Gas. 
Amalgimated Copper had a period of weakness 
during the eavly part of the day, and Sugar 
showed occasional relapses. There was very 
heavy realizing in the course af the day, but 
the offerings were v.ell taken, and at a cost 
of only fractions in the prices. The way in 
which one stock or group of stocks and then 
others was brought forward into the advance 
was characteristic of the methods of profes- 
sional operators of large caliber, and as each 
new point of strength developed the preceding 
stocks were es ld to realize. In this way the 
equipoi-e wis main Zined and speculative hoid- 
ings were transferred from one quarter to an- 
other, permeating the whole market. The 
demand was apparently based on general con- 
siderations of a good prospect of continued 
prospe.ity of the country for the new year 
and the hope of an early relaxation in the 
money market. Call loan rates were not so 
stringent as on Monday and Tuesday, but 
the money market continued stiff. and the 
bulk of the operations was apparently by 
those not dependent for resources on the call 
loan market. The inspired intimations of the 
compietion of the retirement of Northern Pa- 
cific preferred and of the rapid progress of 
exchange into the Northern Securities Com- 
pany’s stock, had a notable effect in relieving 
the depression which has been caused by the 
fears that that project would be obstructed 
before its successful consummation. The pay- 
ment for redemption of Northern Pacific pre- 
ferred was believed to be a factor in relieving 
the money market. The prospect of a fur- 
ther effect from the large Januay disburse- 
ments was an additioral motive im the specu- 
lation. With the Northern Pacific project out 
of the way it is believed that other projects 
for combinations will be pushed forward., It 
is confidently believed that the cee ne. Seve 
coalers are destined for such a combinatfon. 
The speculation in this group and the Pacifics 
today may be attributed to these causes. The 
buying of Baltimore and Ohio was by the 
same brokers conspicuous in the operation in 
the anthracite group. It was asserted that the 
Pocahontas Coal Company had arranged for 
royalties on much of its coal lands from com- 
panies controlled by the United Steel Cor- 
poration, which helped the strength in Nor- 
folk and Western and also in United States 
Steel.

L. AND N. ASKS AN INJUNCTION 


Argument Was Heard by Judge 
Newnian at His Home—Will Be 
Concluded Today. 


The argument in the case of the Louis- 
villle and Nashvillle Raflroad Company 
against Comptroller General W. A 
Wright for injunction to prevent the eol- 
lection of taxes for about thirteen years 
on $1,500,000 of the stock’ of the Western 
Railway of Alabama owned by the Geor- 
gia railroad, was begun yesterday before 
Judge Newman. Owing to a slight acci- 
dent, which was sufficiently severe, how- 
ever, to keep Judge Newman confined at 
home for a time, the argument was had at 
his residence instead of the United States 
court >oom, and it will be continued and 
completed there today. 

The opening argument was made by 
Majer Joseph B. Cumming; of Augusta, 
representing the Georgia and the Louis- 
iHe and Nashville. He was followed by 
Hon. Boykin Wright, of Augusta, who 
appeared for Richmond county, which is 
also claiming the right to levy taxes on 
this property. Hon. Frank H. Miller, .of 
Augusta, appeared in behalf of the board 
of education of Richmond county, which 
is also interested in the collection of these 
taxes, but the bill was amended so qs to 
make it apply only to the comptroller 
general in his effort to collect taxes for 


the state, so Mr. Miller did not press his 


opposition. a 

Attorney General J. M. Terrell will ar- 
gue the case in behalf of the comptroller 
general and the state this morning, and 
Alex C. King, of King & Spalding, will 
conclude for the Louisville and Nashville. 


It is contended on behalf of the Louisville - 


and Nashville that there is no law in the 
state of Georgia authorizing the taxation 
of railroad shares of stock in the hands 
of owners thereof. It is held that these 
shares are mére representations of the 
property which is itself taxed. It is 
claimed that it would be taxing property 
which is located in Alabama. It is also 
held that the effort:to tax this property 
is unjust because the state does not tax 
railroad shapés in railro@™s within the 
state, 

The state’s contention is a very simple 
one, There is a law taxing shares of 
stock in all foretgn corporations, which 
are held by citizens of this state. The 
Georgia railroad is a citizen of Georgia, 
and under this law it is held that it must 
pay taxes on the stock it Owns in the 
Western of Alabama. Many deécisions 
were quoted in support of this position, 
and others will be presented by Mr. Ter- 
rell today.
